The film has a type of humor to* 


please every taste, from the smart 
lines between the “Shadow’s” girl- 
friend Barbara and chief-siren-and- 
murder-suspect Rebel Randall to 
the heavier humor of Tom Dugan, 
a tough cab driver, and Joe Cre- 
han, a worried detective who is con- 
stantly harrassed by the more suc- 
cessful investigations of the leading 
man. 

But most enjoyable situations are 
carried by the two stars, who con- 
duct a light romance punctuated by 
an occasional interruption when 
Richmond must indulge in a gentle- 
manly exchange of bullets with the 
culprit of the piece, or a not-so- 
gentle knock down and drag out 
fight with the culprit’s henchmen. 

George Callahan, who wrote the 
original screenplay, achieved an un- 
usual degree of humor in relation 
to corpses, plus a few very surpris- 
ing twists.

In the early 1800’s, a multiple great-uncle of Kane Rich- 
mond, who has the title role opposite Barbara Reed in Mono- 
gram’s suspenseful comedy, ‘“The Shadow Returns,” wrote 
the navigation laws which are still used to guide the United

During the war, Richmond (whose 
real name is Frederick Bowditch) 


followed in the footsteps of Nathan- 
iel Bowditch, and did his bit to in- 


struct new bluejackets. 


But since Richmond’s forte is act- 
ing, not mathematics, he refrained 
from rewriting the basic Bowditch 
Manual, which helped Yankee clip- 
pers take the world lead in mari- 
time commerce. 

In 1941 Kane began making vis- 
ual training films for all branches 


of the service. He was kept so busy 
traveling all over the country, mak-
